THE  CIVIL  LIST  QUESTION. 

The  "  irreprewible  question"  again  made 
iU  appearance  yesterday  in  the  House  of 
Assembly.    For  the  hundredth  time,  the 
Crown  land*  and  oivil  list  formed  the subject 
of  legislative  debate.   The  question,  how- 
ever, as  it  oame  ap  yesterday  assumed  a 
somewhat  different  aspect  from  what  it  usually 
wore.  The  motion  of  Dr.  Helmoken  to  pay 
the  civil  list,  as  proposed,  merely  for  two  yean 
placed  the  matter  in  a  light  that  denuded  it 
of  many  of  the  objections  by  which  it  was 
previously  surrounded.    If  we  do  not  obtain 
union  in  the  time  specified,  then  the  House 
claims  the  power  to  fix  the  salaries  at  a 
figure  commensurate  with  the  capacity  of 
the  colony.     There   can   be  surely  no 
serious  danger  in   this.     II  our  refusal 
te  aoeept  the  sivil  list  will  have  the  effect, 
as  some  ot  the  members  believe,  of  foroing 
Mr.  Card  well  into  uniting  the  colonies,  the 
same  circumstances  will  influence  him  under 
Dr.  Helmeken's  amendment ;  for  the  £5,600 
proposition  of  the  Heme  Government  being 
only  accepted  for  the  limited,  period  of  two 
years,  the  same  necessity  will  still  exist  of 
settling  the  question  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
te  the  people  of  Vancouver  Island.   But  we 
are  not  so  sanguine  that  the  Colonial  Office 
ean  be  foreed  into  any  policy  contrary  to  Its 
interests  or  inclination,  by  any  action  of  oare. 
If  the  Home  Government  thiokrit  neoessary 
to  unite  the  colonies  for  Imperial  intetests, 
the  anion  will  be  consummated  whether  we 
are  disposed  to  pay  the  present  civil  list  or 
not  ;  but  under  no  consideration  can  we  hope 
to  obtain  advantages  by  thwarting,  or  show- 
ing a  disposition  to  thwart  the  Seoretary  ot 
State  for  the  Colonies.  We  have  already 
alluded  to  the  faot  that  the  Home  Govern- 
ment can  await  the  issue  of  this  question  for 
the  next  century  without  disturbing  in  any 
degree  its  interests  or  its  equanimity  ;  but  we 
have  too  pressing  interests  at  stake  to  dilly- 
dally any  longer  over  the  matter.  Bvery  day 
sees  the  property  of  the  Crown  either  ne- 
glected or  kept  from  its  most  profitable  uses  ; 
but  the  colony  is  a  maoh  greater  sufferer  by 
the  arrangement,  or  want  of  arrangement, 
than  the  Crown.   Thousands  of  aeres  of  the 
best  land  on  the  Island,  now  held  uselessly  by 
Indian  tribes,  would,  by  the  acceptance  of  the 
Crown  lands,  be  thrown  open  to  actual  set- 
tlers.  This  in  itself  would  be  worth  almost 
the  whole  of  the  oivil  list,  if  we  really  came 
to  value  the  question  arithmetically.    But  it 
ia  pal  merely  getting  rid  of  the  Indian  title 
to  those  lands  which  they  at  present  hold  in 
their  primitive  condition,  bat  steps  eould  be 
taken  to  rid  the  white  population  of  the  In- 
dian nuisance  altogether  by  removing  the 
natives  to  reservations  sst  especially  apart

the  Government  as  it  is  interest  on  the  pari 
of  the  people.  We  know  that  the  eolony's 
welfare  in  this  respect  is  not  attended  to,  and 
we  have  no  guarantee  that  the  future  will  see 
as  any  better  off— no  guarantee  that  either 
Governor  Kennedy    or  Mr.   Cardwcll  will 
bestow  a  single  additional  thonght  on  what 
should  receive,  above  all  other  element*  of 
a  new  country,  t  e  greatest  attention.  Look- 
ing  at  the   matter   calmly   and  dispas- 
sionately, we  see  no  other  course  but  to 
take  the  management  of  the  Crown  Lands 
ourselves.    It  the  Home  Government  does 
not  accept  the  two-year's  proposition 
harm  is  done — we  are  placed  in  no  worse 
position  than  we  oooupy  at  present.    On  the 
other  hand,  however,  we  show  to  the  Im- 
erial  authorities  a  disposition  to  meet  them 
on  this  question  and  to  de  our  utmost  to 
obtain  its  final  seetlement.     So  far  as  onr 
claim  against  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  is 
concerned  we  cannot,  by  any  possibility  im- 
peril it.    We  shall  stand  in  exactly  the 
same  relations  towards  the  company  as 
the  Crown  does  now.  In  order,  however, 
that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding 
about  the  matter,  this  point  should  be  clearly 
expressed  in  any  resolution  that  may  pass 
the  House.   On  the  whole  we  may  briefly 
sum  up  the  question  in  the  following  terms  : 
We  are  at  present  virtually  making  ourselves 
liable  for  all  the  salaries  bat  those  of  the 
Governor    and    Colonial    Secretary.  The 
Secretary  for  the  Colonies  will  not  pay  one 
farthing  more  than  the  Crown  lands  will 
yield,  so  that  between  the  land  revenue  and 
the  colonial  revenue  the  bills  will  bave  to  be 
footed.  If  these  lands  should,  however,  by 
gold  discoveries,  turn  in  considerably  more 
than  the  neoessary  expenditure,  the  Crown 
will  pocket  the  surplur;  if,  on  the  other 
hand,  there  is  a  deficit,  the  colony  will  have 
to  make  it  good.   Such  is  the  pleasant  posi- 
tion in  which  we  stand  in  relation  to  the  I  SAINT  GEORGE'S  DAY.

A  good 
brass  toand  was  improvised  for  the  occasion, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  John  Allen  and 
Mr.  Wilson,  and  as   the   steamer  glided 
away  and  took  a  tarn  round  the  Arm,  the 
band  struok  up   "  Hail   Columbia"  with 
pleasing  efleet.     On  arriving  outside  the 
harbor  a  number  of  parsons  were  seen 
congregated  on  Beaccn  Hill,  where  the  in 
domitable  Coatello  was  stationed  ready  to 
return  the  salute  with  a  salvo  of  34  guus. 
The  Wright  had  two  small  guns  on  board, 
which  were  ably  manned  and  loaded  by  vol 
nnteer  artillerymen  uuder  the  command  of 
Allen  Francis,   Esq.,  U.  S.  Consul,  who 
proved  himself  to  bo  an  experienced  gunner, 
and  aided  by  bis  lieutenants  and  bombardiers 
fired  a  salute  of  13  guns  with  great  alaority. 
Toe  Beacon  Hill  battery  in  the  meanwhile, 
commenced  to  reply,  and  a  lively  bombard- 
meut  was  kept  up  for  some  time.  During 
the  engagement,  all  bands  were  supplied 
with  the  wherewithal  to  drink  success  to 
Grant,     Sherman,    Sheridan,  Abraham 
Lincoln,   and    the    Stars    and  Stripes, 
which  toasts,  It  is  needless  to  add,  were 
received  with  full  honors.

That  this  House  having  heretofore  daring 
this  present  session  declared,  tbe  immediate 
union  of  this  colony  and  that  of  British  Co- 
lumbia under  such  constitution  as  might  ap- 
pear advisable  to  Her  Majesty's  Government 
to  be  advisable  and  necessary  as  well  for  local 
as  Imperial  interests,  and  this  House  being

be  conditional,  via. :  That  if  tbe  Union  of  the 
Colonies  be  not  consummated  within  the  two 
years  next  ensuing  this  House  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  alter  tbe  sums  authorised  in  such 
Civil  List  and  change  tbom  to  auch  as  may 
be  more  in  accordance  with  the  conditions 
and  requirements  of  the  colony,  and  further 
that  tbe  offices  of  Attorney  General  and  Sur- 
veyor General  sball  not  be  filled  excepting 
with  the  eanction  of  this  Honse,  as  such  ap- 
pointments at  the  present  time  would  com- 
plicate tbe  conditions  to  union.

It  did  not  appear 
that  the  Secretary  of  State  was  aware  at  the 
date  of  tbe  despatch,  of  tbe  discovery  of  the 
Sooke  mines,  and  of  the  handsome  addition 
to  the  Crown  Re  venue  from  that  source, 
which  might  fairly  be  rated  at  £1,000  for  tbe 
12  months.  In  the  face  of  this,  the  Execu- 
tive considered  that  tbey  were  unable  to  ap- 
point a  gold  ooromisioner  and  pay  him  out 
of  tbe  funds  derived  from  the  mines.  Al- 
though the  threat  had  been  held  out  that 
unless  tbe  House  voted  tbe  salary  no  appoint- 
ment of  gold  commissioner  would  be  made, 
he  would  not  be  intimidated  hy  the  state 
moot  ;  ho  was  folly  of  the  belief  that  the 
appointment  mast  and  would  be  made,  and 
that  the  despatch  would  justify  it.  It  was 
strange  that  the  despatch,  which  must  have 
been  in  tbo  hands  of  tbe  Executive  for  some 
time,  bad  only  now  found  its  way  down  to 
the  House,  and  be  had  no  doubt  that  other 
important  despatches  must  have  been  re- 
ceived from  tbe  Home  Government,  and  if  so 
tbey  ought  to  be  laid  before  tbe  House.

Crown  Lands  question  could  be  as  readily 
settled  at  any  subsequent  time,  either  with 
union  or  separate,  as  at  present. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  would  not  undertake  to 
quibble  on  the  point  ot  this  question  being 
brought  in  a  second  time  this  session,  as 
apparently  bon.  gentlemen  were  willing  to 
take  it  up,  being  more  particular  about  tbe 
end  than  the  means  of  attaining  it.  The 
question   was,  should  wo  accept  tbe  Civil 
List  aa  proposed,  and  take  tbe  Crown  Lands. 
Before  going  into  the  question,  let  tbe  House 
understand  how  Civil  Lists  were  voted.  The 
first  ever  voted  was  in  the  reign  of  Goo.  III., 
and  thai  was  voted  daring  the  lila  of  tbe 
sovereign.    In  the  oolonios  the  Civil  List 
was  voted  during  the  reign  of  tbe  monarch, 
and  for  a  certain  period  alter  the  demise  of 
the  monarch.    This  was  the  usual  course. 
He  found  that  Ihe  government  of  Canada 
voted  a  Civil  List  daring  tbe  lifetime  of  Her 
Majesty,  and  for  five  years  after  ber  demise, 
and  the  control  of  the  Crown  Lands  was 
made  over  for  tbo  same  period.   A  similar 
provision  in  regard  to  tbe  Civil  List  was  in 
force  in  Nova  Scotia,  when  the  salaries  were 
payable  for  eighteen  months  after  tbe  demise 
or  tbe  sovereign.    We  must  follow  tbe  pre- 
cedent of  England  and  tbe  colonies  in  thii 
matter:    It  was,  however,  proposed  that  we 
shoald  vote  a  Civil  List,  and  take  over  Ihe 
Crown  Lands  for  a  period  of  two  years.  He 
believed  this  was  an  unadvisable  eonrse 
So  far  as  the  management  of  the  Crown 
Lands  was  concerned— and  this  was  a  ques- 
tion continually  thrust  on  the  Honse  by  tbe 
Executive — bon.  gentlemen  might  remem- 
ber tbe  time  when  tbe  late  Governor  refused 
to  reduce  the  price  of  land',  and  to  throw 
them  open,  till  he  was  compelled  to  do  so  by 
the  feelings  of  tbe  people,  and  a  petition 
from  tbe  House  to  the  Home  Government. 
Now  we  found  that  the  present  Governor 
declared  that  every  foot  of  land  belonging  to 
the  Crown  shoald  be  restored.    We  found  at 
the  outset  of  bis  oareer  that  he  withdrew  all 
the  lands  from  settlement,  and  note  word  of 
remonstrance  had  been  made  from  this 
House.    Unlike  tho  action  of  Sir  James 
Douglas,    tho    Executive    threw  every 
obstacle   in    the   way    ot   settlers.  it 
was  only  tbe  other  day  thai  tbo  House 
was  told,  in  reply  to  their  request,  that  the 
post  offioe  would  not  be  moved  up  to  Gov- 
ern meal  street.   Was  this  the  spirit  ol  con- 
ciliation we  expected  ?    Were  tbe  members 
of  the  House  to  be  driven  in  this  way  ?  The 
Government  could  not  withdraw  a  public 
reserve)  after  it  had  been  onoe  made.  It 
was  useless  for  the  Executive  to  attempt 
to  crews!  the  Crown    Lands  oootinnally 
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down  the  thrusts  of  the  people  Irom  Monday 
morning  to  Saturday  night,  ana  from  June  to 
eternity.  (Laughter.)  Il  was  wall  known 
that  the  people  of  this  coloay,  and  also  of 
British  Columbia,  were  in  favor  of  Union, 
and  in  the  face  of  this  feeliag  be  asked  if  it 
would  be  right  te  adopt  the  Civil  List '.' 
Would  we  pass  an  act  to  take  over  the  Crown 
Land? 
Dr.  Helmeken— Yes ! 
Mr.  DeCosmos— The  boo.  member  says 
yes  ;  and  if  we  do  wc  will  have  to  swallow 
the  Hudson  Bay  olaims  and  every  other  thing 
connected  with  the  Crown  Lands. 
Dr.  Helmeken— No,  no  1 
Mr.  DeCostpos  maintained  that  tbat  would 
have  to  be  done.  He  would  ask  every  bon. 
gentleman  if  tbey  were  willing  to  take  over 
tbe  Crown  Lands,  and  deliberately  declare 
that  Indenture  to  bo  right,  whiob  they-  bad 
previously  declared  wroag  and  a  robbery  ' 
(Cries  or  No !)  Aad  be  would  ask  if  the 
House  were  disposed  to  see  themselves 
treated  with  silent  contempt  either  by  the 
Executive  or  the  Home  Government.  He 
was  not  disposed  in  duly  tc  bis  constituents 
to  dojso.  As  to  tbe  Crown  Lands,  tbe  title 
of  all  tbe  Crown  Lands  in  the  colony  was  in 
tbe  bands  of  tbe  Hudson  Bay  Company,  and 
we  could  not  take  over  the  Crown  Lands 
without  swallowing  tbe  claims  against  tbe 
Company.  Ho  waa  prepared  to  maintain 
tbe  equity  and  justice  of  these  claims,  and 
he  asked  hon.  gentlemen  of  commercial 
honor  and  knowledge,  not  to  go  against  the 
expressed  opinion  of  the  House  on  tbe  ques- 
tion. These  Crown  Lands  bad  been  made 
valuable  by  the  influx  of  the  people  who 
came  to  the  colony,  and  tbe  Company  bad 
farmed  out  tbe  lands. 

Dr.  Tolmie — Stolen  T  Did  the  bon.  gen- 
tleman say  stolen  ? 

Mr.  DeCosmos  bad  not  said  "  stolen,"  bat 
"  farmed."  He  did  not  accuse  the  Company 
of  stealing  the  lands,  bat  ho  maintained  tbat 
tbey  of  right  belonged  to  tbe  colony.  If  tbe 
Crown  was  disposed  to  confirm  tbe  wrong 
they  had  done,  let  them  bear  the  responsi- 
bility, but  let  not  hon.  members  stultily 
themselves  and  the  House  by  going  back  on 
their  almost  unanimously  expressed  convic- 
tions. The  bon.  member  for  Metchosin  con- 
sidered tbe  Crown  Lands  queutioa  tbe  great 
impediment  in  the  way  of  Union.  Had  tbe 
bon.  gentleman  received  a  despatch  from  tbe 
Colonial  Office  to  tbat  effect.  He  (Mr.  DcC.) 
maintained  tbat  it  was  no  obstacle.  He  ap 
pealed  to  the  hon.  gentleman  to  show  when 
the  Home  Government  had  alluded  to  tbe 
Crown  Lands  question  as  an  impediment  to 
union.    Let  hon.  gentlemen  shovr  tbe  facts. 

Dr.  Tolmie  would  state  what  was  an  im- 
pediment, and  he  would  like  tha  hon.  gentle- 
man to  understand  tbat  be  was  perfectly  cool 
on  the  qneatioa.  (Laughter.)  He  had  bad 
a  conference  witb  his  Excellency  the  Go- 
vernor. (Order.)  Well,  be  had  reason  to 
know— (laughter)— that  the  Exeootive,  il 
consulted  on  tbe  union  question,  would  ro- 
commend  tbat  anion  should  not  take  place 
uutil  the  Grown  Lands  were  accepted. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  said  tbe  hon.  gentleman's 
explanation  was  a  failnrc.  He  must  hear 
this  from  Her  Majesty's  Government,  not 
from  the  local  Executive.  He  could  quote  a 
statement  made  but  a  few  weeks  ago,  when 
this  same  high  authority,  quoteu  by  the  bon. 
gentleman,  said  if  tbe  House  passed  the 
union  resolutions  by  a  respectable  majority 
he  would  at  onoe  recommend  union  to  the 
Imperial  Government.  (Sonsatioo.)  He 
would  give  no  weight  to  any  impediment 
advanced  by  such  authority  as  that.  Ho 
looked  on  this  question  solely  in  the  light  of 
benefitting  tbe  country.  (Hear,  hear.(  The 
question  was,  must  we,  to  obtain  anion,  ac 
cept  tbe  Civil  List  ?  He  waa  not  disposed 
to  swallow  any  words  which  would  bo  a  dis- 
honor to  bis  constituents  and  to  Legislative 
institutions,  nor  to  give  up  a  olaim  he  was 
bound  to  maintain  for  tbo  good  of  tbe  country. 
If  hon.  gentlemen  were  prepared  to  go  fully 
into  the  question  he  would  be  ready  to  meet 
them.  As  lo  tbe  salaries  of  tbe  Chief  Jus- 
tice and  Treasurer,  tbey  oould  be  paid  out  of 
the  General  Revenue,  and  allow  tbe  question 
to  be  postponed  for  a  year. 

Tbe  bon.  gentleman  here  remarked  that  he 
was  loo  unwell  to  continue  bis  remarks,  and 
resumed  h;s  seal. 

Mr.  M'Clure  ur/red  tbe  necessity  of  argu- 
ing this  qacstioo  in  a  calm  and  dispassionate 
manner.  A  great  deal  had  been  said  about 
the  Executive  making  people  swallow  tho 
Crown  Lands,  and  tbe  claims  against  tbe 
Hudson  Bay  Company.  He,  for  one,  if  be 
thought  tbat  by  accepting  tbe  Crown  Lands 
wo  wonld  bo  obliged  to  swallow  tbe  Hudson 
Bay  Company's  clsims,  wonld  scout  tbo 
terms  (bear.)  If  be  thought  that  tho  proposi  - 
tion waa  a  mere  whim  of  tbe  Exeoutive  to 
make  the  House  swallow  tho  Civil  List,  ho 
would  treat  it  with  the  indignation  it  would 
merit,  (bear,  bear)  but  he  saw  a  higher  and  a 
greater  object  than  any  of  these  in  tbo  pro- 
position. He  wished  to  settle  tbe  present 
unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs.  So  far  as  the 
colony  was  concerned  it  bad  a  right  to  cer- 
tain privileges,  which  the  Home  Govern- 
ment were  not  disposed  to  grant,  but  tbe 
thing  simply  came  to  this— could  we  enforce 
oar  demands  1  We  must  must  cither  acoept 
the  Crown  Lands  or  give  ap  all  hope  of 
settling  the  colony.  Another  point  was 
that  tbe  House  had  already  guaranteed  the 
payment  of  certain  salaries  belonging  to  tbe 
Civil  List.  The  boo.  gentlemaa  who  bad 
just  sat  down  proposed  to  pay  those  salaries 
oat  of  the  General  Revenue   for  another 


Mr.  M'Clure  said  the  House  was  simply  lo 
this  position  ;  if  we  paid  the  Civil  List  we 
would  receive  the  Crown  Lands  ;  if  not.  wo 
most  pay  portions  of  tbe  Civil  List  and  gmt 
no  benefit  at  all  in  return.    If  the  oolony  re- 
fused to  pay  tbe  Civil  List  we  had  Mr.  Cald- 
well's statement  that  ha  was  not  disposed  to 
burden  Ihe  Crown  revenue  with  any  addition- 
al claims  no  matter  bow  just  or  reasonable. 
If  the  colony  were  strong  enough  to  oppose 
tbe  Home  Government  (voice— so  we  are  I) 
we  might  effect  something,  but  a  helpless, 
petty  oolony  of  five  or  six  thousand  souls  to 
attempt  to  force  Mr.  Card  eri  II  into  accepting 
tbeir  views — a  people  witb  an  amply  exche- 
quer to  wage  war  with  Great  Britain  (laugh- 
ter) waa  a  sight  oertsioly  mora  amusing  than 
sublime.    (Laughter.)    But,  to  come  back 
Tbe  Crown  Lands  were  now  lying  idle; 
thousands  of  acres  of  the  finest  agricultural  ex 
land  was  in  tbe  hands  of  the  Indians  ;  die-  I*— 
tur bauces  betneea  the  natives  and  Ihe  set- 
tlers were  sure  to  arise,  and  tho  progress  of 
the  country  wonld  bo  sensibly  retarded.  Hi 
would  ask  tbe  House  if  they  were  prepared 
to  continue  a  state  of  affairs  wbioh  might 
launch  us  into  serious  Indian  disturbances  ? 
We  were  no  bettor  off  now  as  regarded  this 
question  than  on  the  day  when  it  was  nut 
mooted.    We  bad  tho  anomaly  of  two  dis- 
liuct  governments,  one  governing  the  land, 
and  one  (be  people,  and  each  interfering  witb 
the  other.    He  would  like,  certainly,  to  see 
the  Civil  List  reduoed  one  half,  but  pay  it  we 
mnst.   There  were  occasionally  better  things 
to  swallow  in  Ibis  lire,  and  this  was  one  of 
them.    We  must  acoept  tbe  pill,  and  not 
keep  the  colony  in  a  state  of  stagnation.  If 
v?e  accepted  tbe  Crown  Lands  to-morrow, 
we  at  once  throw  open  the  lands  to  settle- 
ment, we  enable  a  suitable  gold-mining 
policy  to  be  adopted,  and  we  encourage  the 
development  of  the  resources  of  the  country. 
If  the  colony  bad  no  control  over  the  public 
lands,  how  could  we  settle  the  country. 
What  would  we  do  with  immigrants  when 
they  came  to  the  country  t   If  anything  re- 
tarded the  progress  aud  settlement  of  the  co- 
lony, it  was  this  unsatisfactory  state  of  the 
Crown  Lands  (bear,* hear).   As  to  union,  ho 
would  not  go  so  far  as  the  hon.  member  for 
Metchosin  (Mr.  Burnaby)  and  say  tbat  the 
Crown  Lands  question  waa  tbe  great  impedi- 
ment to  anion  (boar,  bear)  although  it  might 
be  ao  used  by  tbe  Executive  of  both  colonies 
(bear,  bear)  but  let  the  House  take  this 
wenpon  out  of  the  haods  of  tbe  Executive, 
aad  place  it  io  tbe  bands  of  tbe  people.  The 
whole  of  this  question  was  a  mere  matter  ol 
expediency  ;  right,  unfortunately,  had  very 
little  to  do  with  politics.    How  could  we 
expeet  to  ohange  tbe  policy  of  tbe  Home 
Government.   It  could  afford  to  wait— we 
oould  net.   It  wes  in  the  power  of  Her  Ma- 
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jetty's  Government  to  unite  the  oolonies  at 
any  moment  uuder  the  present  circumstances, 
bnt  if  we  opposed  the  Homo  Government  in 
this  matter,  bow  were  we  to  expect  them  to 
take  a  favorable  view  of  oar  union  resolutions 
He  would  certainly  oppose  tbe  aooeptance  of 
the  Civil  List  unconditionally,  believing  it 
was  quite  too  large  fo:  tho  colony  ;  but  by 
accepting  it  for  two  years,  we  showed  tbe 
Home  Government  our  willingness  to  apt, 
proach  tho  question  in  a  proper  and  concilia- 
tory spirit.  He  would  wish  tbe  Home  Gov- 
ernment, however,  to  understand  tbat  the 
Honse  did  not  give  up  in  any  way  the  claims 
of  the  colony  against  tho  Hudson  Bay  Com- 
pany (bear,  bear).  At  tbe  end  of  two  years, 
if  the  question  was  not  settled,  we  wonld  at 
least  be  in  the  same  position  as  now. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  said  if  wo  repealed  tbe 
proposed  Act  at  the  end  of  two  years,  we 
would  place  it  in  the  power  of  tbe  Crown  lo 
withdraw  our  Legislature  ;  we  would  make 
tbe  Executive  independent  ot  the  House  tbe 
moment  we  refused  to  vote  the  supplies. 

Dr.  Tolmie  said  there  could  be  no  faar  of 
that,  as  tbe  bon.  gentleman  had  assured  him 
personally  tbat  we  wonld  have  union  within 
three  months  (laughter). 

Mr.  DeCosmos  said  tbe  boo.  gentleman 
must  have  been  extremely  simple  to  believe 
such  a  statement  (laughter). 

Dr.  Tolmie  begged  to  assure  tbe  hon.  gen- 
tleman he  was  not  at  all  in  the  habit  ot  be 
lieving  everything  he  beard  from  certain 
quarters.  As  be  was  now  on  his  legs,  he 
would  make  a  few  remarks  on  tbe  subject  be- 
fore tbo  House.  He  would  call  attention  to 
tbe  Cowicban  Indian  question,  whiob  involved 
very  serious  considerations.  About  3000 
acres  of  Indian  reserves,  of  most  fertile  land, 
would  be  brought  into  market  il  we  aocepted 
the  Crown  lands,  also  several  thousand  acres 
might  be  brought  in  by  draining  two  lakes, 
which  created  a  large  extent  of  swampy 
ground.  These  advantages  we  would  gaio 
by  accepting  the  Crown  Lands.  He  believed 
the  feeling  was  almost  unanimous  io  favor  of 
union  ;  he  did  not  beliere  there  was  a  single 
dissentient  in  tbe  Honse.  The  evils  of  delay 
in  settling  union  were  almost  greater  than  in 
remaining  separate.  While  the  question  was 
unsettled  wo  could  have  no  settled  commer- 
cial policy  (hear,  bear).  Ha  was  very  desir- 
ous that  there  should  be  no  impediment 
whatever  in  the  way  of  union,  or  at  all  eventa 
of  onr  knowing  tbe  result.  If  be  was  not 
certain  that  a  large  majority  of  the  people  of 
British  Colombia  wanted  onion  be  would  not 
ask  for  it,  but  be  believed  tbey  did.  Tbe  bon. 
senior  member  for  the  oity  bad  tailed  to  show 
bow  the  Hudson  Bay  question— if  there  were 
really  any— or  how  the  fictitious  million  of 
dollars  would  be  affected  in  any  way. 

Tbe  committee  here  rose  and  reported  pro- 
gress, and  tbe  House  adjourned  till  to-morrow 
(Wednesday),  when  tbe  School  Bill  will  be 
taken  up.   

Fratricide  —A  Qoebb  Stoby— The  Lon- 
don correspondents  of  forsign  journals  cer- 
tainly manage  occasionally  to  concoct  some 
of  the  richest  sensational  stories  for  tbe  edi- 
fication of  their  gullible  readers.

Whatever  semblance  of  truth  there  may  be  in 
the  squabble  between  the  Duke's  two  sons 
we  are  very  certain  tbat  suppression  of  truth, 
facts,  or  events  in  order  to  suit  individuals 
in  high  plaoes  is  not  a  tailing  of  the  English 
Press,  and  equally  so  tbat  Her  Majesty  is 
not  suoh  a  simpleton  ss  represented  :  «  A 
vary  sad  affair  has  jusl  occurred,  which  you 
will  not  probably  find  in  your  exchanges,  as 
no  mention  has  at  yet  been  made  of  it  io  the 
newspapers.  Tbe  late  Duke  of  Newcastle, 
very  well  known  in  America  from  bis  con- 
nection witb  tbe  Prince  of  Wales'  tour 
there,  left  four  sons — the  eldest,  now  Duke 
of  Newcastle,  who  married  a  daughter  of 
tbe  "  Piccadilly  Crceius,"  Thomas  Hope, 
Esq.,  of  the  great  boose  of  Hope  k  Co.,  of 
Amsterdam — by  his  French  mistress ;  the 
second  son,  Edward  William,  Earl  of  Lin- 
coln, now  serving  with  his  regiment  in  Can- 
ada ;  the  third,  Arthur  Clinton,  now  twenty- 
four  years  of  ago,  and  lately  dismissed  from 
the  navy  for  deserting  the  seventh  time  ;  tbo 
fourth  aod  youngest  was  io  the  royal  navy 
also,  and  nineteen  years  of  age.  A  week 
ago  to-day  tbo  two  youogest  had  an  alterca- 
tion io  the  naval  and  military  elnb,  and  it 
ended  io  a  fight  between  the  two  brothers 
with  carving  knives,  in  which  the  youngest 
was  stabbed  ia  tbe  abdomen  aad  died  yester- 
day. So  tbo  deserter  from  the  navy  is  now 
a  murderer ;  but  as  he  belongs  to  a  great 
whig  family  he  will  get  off  soot  Iree.  I 
learn  from  an  unquestionable  source  that  tbe 
Queen  has  bad  a  spiritual  communication 
from  both  the  lata  Prince  Consort  and  tbe 
murdered  man,  and  at  their  joint  solicitation 
her  Majesty  has  given  an  order  that  be  (the 
murderer)  be  permitted  to  leave  the  king- 
dom.
